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Council takes 
first step for 
marijuana

At Monday’s regular meeting of the 
Belleville City Council via Zoom, Clerk/ 
Treasurer Verna Chapman presented the 
list of the 28 applications received for 
marijuana establishments received by the 
Jan. 1 deadline. 

Under the ordinance passed by voters, 
Clerk Chapman said she is obligated to 
issue provisional licenses for marijuana 
establishments. Under the ordinance 
[available for study on the city’s web 
site], Chapman has 30 days from the Jan. 
1 deadline to award seven provisional 
licenses. 

At the Feb. 1 meeting, she said of the 
28 applications, one was postmarked late, 
four were out of the zoned district, and one 
did not designate a location, so that left 22 
applications. 

Chapman said 18 applications were from 
Portage Acquisitions, Inc. and all of those 
were located at 290 Industrial Park Dr. and 
299 Industrial Park Dr., Suites A and D. All 
of those scored from 93 to 98. 

J Leaf LLC applied for four Microbusiness 
locations at 303, 307, 313, and 317 
Industrial Park Dr. Those applications 
were all scored 65. 

Chapman said the applications were 
scored as required by the ordinance. 

PSFB,LLC applying for a location at 
510 Savage Rd. for Retailer, Class C 
Cultivation, Processing, and DCL was not 
scored. 

Also, The Pure Lapeer, LLC, which 
applied for Retailer and Provisioning 
Center licenses at no address, was not 
scored. 

She said they did not have more 
applications than licenses available.

VBT Trustees close offices until March 31 on 6-1 vote

The Van Buren Township Hall will be 
closed to the public, who will be allowed 
in by appointment only until March 31, 
following a 6-1 vote at the township board’s 
regular meeting on Jan. 19 via Zoom. 

The agenda item was introduced by 
Trustee Kevin Martin who said, “An ounce 
of prevention is worth a pound of cure,” 
referring to the coronavirus. 

The only one voting no was Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara who said, “I’m against 
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this. I didn’t even want to go on split shifts. 
It just didn’t work very well the first time 
around. I believe the government should be 
open.” 

Supervisor McNamara said that a little 
old lady comes to the door and wants to 
know why she can’t go to the treasurer’s 
office to pay her taxes. He said many 
people are not internet-savvy and don’t call 
on the phones. 

“Meijer’s is open. Walmart is open. Zero 
new cases yesterday. It’s amazing. We’re 
coming out of the problem,” he said. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said she thinks the 
board should protect the people. 

“They want to pay a bill? Drop it in 


the box,” she said. “They can make 
appointments ... The numbers are going 
down, yes ... We need to be proactive. We 


can do it pretty easily.” 

“No, no,” said McNamara to the “easily” 
comment. “Who’s going to stand at the 
front door?” 

Miller replied that Nicole Sumpter, 
Human Resources Director, said they 
could get someone for the door. Miller said 
Director Sumpter had been called away on 
an emergency and wasn’t present at the 
meeting. 

McNamara said in Belleville and Canton 
he hears people are screaming they can’t 
get into the offices. The residents want to 
know why the township can’t open the door 
and let a little old lady go to the treasurer’s 
office, he said. 

Clerk Leon Wright said 262 people came 
into township hall to go to the treasurer’s

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Deputy Supervisor Ken Bednark rejects Sumpter board’s offer

Sumpter Township Deputy Supervisor 
Ken Bednark told the Independent he has

he will sign it as of the 
settlement. He has ceased to perform daily 
activities at the township. 

When Bednark was sworn in as deputy 
in November, Supervisor Tim Bowman 
requested the same pay for him as previous 
deputy Karen Armatis was paid, $31.44 
per hour, because the Michigan Township 
Association told him that was proper. He 
also got medical coverage as she did. 

All township meetings were canceled 
through the end of the year because of the 
coronavirus and state regulations. 

But, at a special township board meeting 
on Dec. 15, the board voted 5-2 (with 
Trustee Morgan and Supervisor Bowman 
voting no) to reduce Bednark’s pay to 
$8,406 per year ($8.08 per hour), cut his 
full-time status to half time (20 hours) and 
take away all benefits. 

The township then started deducting 
what it had originally paid him from his 
paycheck, which left him with no paycheck 
at all. 

Newly elected Trustee Peggy Morgan 
brought the problem to the board at its 
Jan. 12 meeting and the board voted 
unanimously to have attorney Rob Young 
look into the situation. 

At its Jan. 26 meeting, Young reported 
that the original payments to Bednark 
were not illegal. They discussed statutory 
and nonstatuatory duties. Young asked 
Bowman what did he intend for his deputy 
and Bowman said, “When I set Kenny’s 
pay it was for nothing more than normal, 
statutory duties... I knew no more.” 

Trustees Morgan and Tim Rush pushed 
for an immediate resolution to the problem 
instead of having it drag on to another 
meeting. Trustee Matt Oddy made a 
motion, that the board voted unanimously 
to approve, to pay Bednark $31.44 per 
hour in wages from Nov. 20 through Dec. 
15, plus $500 to satisfy other pay issues. 

Also during the Jan. 26 meeting, Trustee 
Morgan drew the board’s attention to 
payments on that night’s list of warrants 
being approved for Karen Armatis’ medical 
and dental insurance through February. 
Armatis has been gone since Nov. 20,

Trustee Morgan said. The payments 
were $903.48 per month for medical for 
December, January, and February, plus her 
Delta Dental at $119.73. 

Bednark told the Independent that he had 
told attorney Young that the board already 
has the letter he sent detailing what he 
wants and that still holds. 

At 4:30 p.m. Feb. 1, a special virtual board 
meeting was posted for 6 p.m., Tuesday, 
Feb. 2, with one item on the agenda: A 
closed-door session “pursuant to MCL 
15.268 (e) and (h) to consider attorney- 
client privileged material exempt from 
discussion or disclosure by state or federal 
law and to review pending litigation with 
the State of Michigan Department of Labor 
and Economic Opportunity Division.” 

[The Independent will report next week 
on what public information is announced at 
that meeting.] 

In other business at the Jan. 26 meeting 
the board: 

e Approved warrants totaling $5 13,807.36, 
with questions on the Armatis medical 
payments. Trustee Tim Rush asked Clerk 
Esther Hurst to check that out with Human 
Resources Director Michelle Bellingham 
and report back to the full board; 

e Removed from the agenda again, 
without comment, the termination request 
of Daniel Frost as fire fighter; 

e Tabled for two weeks a vote on the 
approval of Eric Partridge to the planning 
commission with a term to expire Jan. 
11, 2024. Supervisor Bowman appointed 
Partridge and said he would make a fine 
member of the planning commission, 
but Trustee Oddy wanted the board 
to reappoint Bart Patterson, whom he 
prefers. Oddy suggested expanding the 
planning commission to nine members 
from the current seven so both Partridge 
and Patterson could be seated. Oddy 
wanted Patterson reappointed first, with 
Partridge waiting to see if the commission 
is expanded. Patterson was appointed on 
Aug. 11 by Supervisor John Morgan to 
fill an unexpired term through Jan. 12, 
after Virginia Belinski resigned. Patterson 
attended the Aug. 13 meeting and no more 
have been held since then. Oddy, who is 
liaison to the planning commission, did not 
attend the Aug. 13 meeting; 

e Approved the supervisor’s appointment 
of Sherry Olds to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals as an alternate with a term to 
expire Jan. 13, 2024, on a 4-2 vote, with 
Trustees Rush and Oddy voting no; 

e Approved the supervisor’s reappointment 
of Karen Woodington as alternate to the 
Board of Review with a term starting Jan. 
1, 2021 and expiring Jan. 1, 2024; 

e Approved the supervisor’s reappointment 
of Katrina Guisgand to the Board of 


Review to expire Jan. 1, 2024; 

e Approved the supervisor’s reappointment 
of Kathie Steigerwald to the ZBA with a 
term ot expire Dec. 17, 2023; 

e Approved the 
updated virtual meeting 
protocol as of Jan. 21, 
as presented by Trustee 
Rush; 

e Approved having 
the treasurer’s office

participation in the Bowman 
DIFS Fire Insurance Withholding Program 
and Resolution 2021-05; 

e Approved the cooperative agreement 
for the federal Community Development 
Block Grant program; 

e Heard Trustee Morgan make a motion 
to immediately change from a part-time to 
full-time position for the treasurer’s clerk 
Erica Campbell, consistent with the union 
bargaining agreement for AFSCME Local 
1882.14. There was no support so the 
motion died. The agenda item was placed 
by Treasurer James Clark and he said he 
needed Campbell full time, but he did not 
support the motion or explain why; 

e Approved asking the attorney to draft 
a new version of the existing contract for 
Eric Luke as public safety director, since 
the current one expires in March; 

e Approved reopening the township 
recycling center on Feb. 6, dependant 
on Governor’s executive orders and/or 
MDHHS directives, as scheduled by the 
clerk’s office. Clerk Hurst said she would 
like to open township hall and the senior 
center when they can do so safely with 
whatever standards are set for the number 
of people allowed, and the board added 
that to the motion and approved it; 

e Heard Supervisor Bowman say he came 
to township hall at 3:30 p.m. earlier that 
day before the 6 p.m. meeting to get an 
updated agenda packet and the agenda the 
clerk’s office gave him, and what he tried 
to run the meeting from, was not the latest 
agenda; 

e Heard Rush report on the recent Parks 
and Recreation Commission meeting. He 
said the commission starts planning for 
Sumpter Fest in December and all events 
are on the back burner. The only thing 
planned for this year is the turkey shoot in 
October. “Everything else is off the table,” 
he said; 

e Heard Oddy ask to set up Zoom meetings 
for the planning commission and Board of 
Zoning Appeals so they don’t have to be 
postponed and people can continue their 
projects. He asked the board to direct the 
financial director to contact members on 


what help they need to be on Zoom and 
provide laptops or have them use their 
phones. Clerk Hurst said there are seven to 
nine members of the planning commission 
and there are BZA members — too many 
to provide laptops. Hurst said she will ask 
Michelle Cole to explore the capabilities of 
each commission; 

e Learned Supervisor Bowman has yet 
to appoint board liaisons for the township 
departments; 

e Heard Trustee Morgan say the township 
is still working on transferring the financial 
account administration name at the credit 
union from John Morgan and Karen 
Armatis. Those names have been on it since 
John Morgan was treasurer and Armatis his 
deputy. “When somebody leaves office, it 
needs to be changed,” Trustee Morgan said, 
adding that Supervisor Morgan and Deputy 
Armatis have been gone since November 
and it’s almost February. Ken Bednark said 
when he was treasurer he attempted to talk 
to Supervisor Morgan and Armatis but they 
were uncooperative and refused to discuss 
it. He said Public Service Credit Union 
said unless those names were removed 
the township treasurer had no way to get 
them in their names. Bednark said when 
Bowman and he came into the township 
after being sworn in, the transfer of power 
was “just keys thrown on the table.” He 
said with the two of them out of office, 
the problem has escalated and no longer is 
minor. Reportedly, Financial Director Cole 
is working to solve the problem; 

e Heard Supervisor Bowman thank 
the people of Sumpter Township who 
supported him when he had a loss in the 
family. “I appreciated that,” he said; and 

e Heard Trustees Oddy, Rush, and 
Morgan compliment Bowman for doing 
a good job at chairing what was only his 
second meeting.

21 edition of our paper and then progressed 
to the Keystone Charter Academy report on 
salaries on Jan. 28. 

This week we are presenting the city of 
Belleville report. Still coming are the reports 
from Van Buren Township, Van Buren 
Public Schools, and Sumpter Township. 

We started with the library because Library 
Director Mary Jo Suchy is so efficient that 
she gets the report off to us immediately 
after receiving our Freedom of Information 
Act request. Keystone, of course, goes 
through the National Heritage Academies’ 
headquarters in Grand Rapids and their 
professionals get it to us very quickly, as 
well. 

The city of Belleville uses Plante Moran 
as its financial director and Plante Moran 
has done our FOIA request for several years 
and gets it pretty fast, as well. 

Van Buren and Sumpter townships, along 
with the school district asked for 10-day 
extensions of their FOIAs. We finally have 
them all and will print them, one each week, 
until we are done with our report to our 
readers. All of the reports were by email, 
which is great. Sumpter is the only one that 
charged us for the FOIA. It billed us $92.42, 
the same as last year. 

These are the salaries paid to our friends 
and neighbors who work for these bodies. 
Too much? Not enough? You decide.

It was very brave of her since all 
her teeth had to be pulled to save her life 
and it was hard for her to enunciate with 
no teeth. I was just a little girl at the time, 
but I remember sitting next to her at that 
crowded, public meeting in the high school 
gym. She was dressed up and very pretty. 
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She was among the many parents who 
got together to support a swimming pool 
so their children could learn to swim and 
wouldn’t drown in Belleville Lake. They 
succeeded in getting the pool. The pool in 
our new high school is much fancier, but 
the smaller pool filled the need. 

I remember my older brothers and their 
friends used to take my sister and I across 
the neighboring farmer’s field to the Huron 
River to play in the water. We wore life 
preservers so we wouldn’t drown, but I 
remember one time my little sister started 
rolling down the river downstream as her 
life preserver turned around and around. 
My brothers pulled her out, but they never 
told my mother what happened. And, I was 
sworn to secrecy. 

All this is to say a pool would be nice 
to have for many reasons, even though it 
is expensive. Once you start going down 
this rec center route and you ask for 
suggestions, you are sure to meet up with 
those who would like a pool. 

The township is seeking input from 
residents. It has turned the project over 
to the Recreation Committee to get more 
ideas from the public. The committee 
meets at 5:30 p.m. on Tuesday, Feb. 9.

There were power outages in the city of 

Belleville on Monday afternoon along East 
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Huron River Drive, Potter Drive, and at 
Five Points, where stop signs were put up. 
The traffic moved very nicely using stop 
signs, with some people saying the traffic 
moves better with the signs than with the 
lights. 

Belleville Mayor Pro Tem Jesse Marcotte, 
who lives in the area that had no power, 
had a city council Zoom workshop meeting 
at 6 p.m.

The power had gone out about 2:14 
p.m., reportedly after a tree-cutting service 
accidentally cut some limbs that fell on 
lines. There were multiple fires along 
Martinsville and Savage from this, as well. 

Belleville Police Chief Dave Robinson 
said the outages were weird, with Five 
Points being out and the police station at 
Five Points not affected. Also, parts of 
some buildings were out and not other 
parts.

To the editor: 

HATS OFF, and my utmost gratitude to our 
gallant and community-minded Van Buren 
School Board members who are asking for 
comments from all residents of our school 
district regarding marijuana outlets and 
“dealers” being permitted to buy school- 
owned (and taxpayer, resident-owned) 
land on Sumpter Road for the purpose of 
“drugging” our community.

Interim City Manager Tracey Schultz 
Kobylarz, attending her last meeting in 
that position, said since this is a relatively 
new procedure, they need more information 
before proceeding. 

She said they want another conversation 
with the city attorney the next day and would 
get back to the council with the information. 

Mayor Pro Tem Jesse Marcotte asked if 
21 were actually approved, as stated on the 
printout that was part of the council packet. 
Interim City Manager Kobylarz said that 
actually should be 22. 

Marcotte said the five retailer licenses 
listed at the bottom of printout were more 
than the four allowed under the ordinance. 
And, the four microbusinesses listed are 
more than the minimum of two allowed 
under the ordinance. 

Councilman Ken Voigt said he is not 
in favor of issuing more licenses than 
permitted. 

“T think the ordinance calls for 23 different 
types of licenses,” Councilman Voigt said. 
“That’s excessive for a city our size.” 

“We would like to review the information 
with our attorney and get with you 
tomorrow,” Kobylarz said. 

“We knew we had to follow the ordinance 
to a T,” said Mayor Kerreen Conley. 

Voigt said it was a Herculean effort to 
comply with this ordinance and, “I do not 
want to issue more licenses than called for.” 

Kobylarz said Clerk Chapman had to read 
every page of the applications and fly-spec 
each one. She said everything was scored by 
what the ordinance required, what the city 
wants, and what Chapman was required to 
do. 

“If we did nothing today we would have 
lost a great deal of revenue,” Kobylarz said. 
“T’ve put in at least 40 hours on this while I 
was on vacation.” 

Marcotte said he agreed with Voigt’s 
comments. 
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He said as to the school’s Vo-Tech property 
that may be put back on the market, it is 
important for the city and the school district 
to talk to one another. They have to realize 
the business can’t open any time. They have 
to apply annually. He said it’s imperative 
that the city and school talk to educate the 
people. 

Kobylarz said she talked with School Supt. 
Pete Kudlak and affirmed that the building 
was in the overlay district. 

She said the potential buyer called and was 
reminded of the annual licensing and he said 
maybe he would just buy it and wait until 
the next open session to apply. 

Kobylarz said this is “not Joe Schmo 
who wants to open a head shop” but an 
experienced, professional businessman. 

Marcotte said the school property is 
in question when the early childhood 
development center opens. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said when he 
read the news report of the school board 
meeting, there was a statement about the 
city council approving the ordinance. He 
said the city did not approve it. It was an 
outside group that brought the ordinance. 
The school board member misspoke, he 
said. There is a lack of understanding of the 
situation, Fielder said. 

Fire Chief Brian Loranger asked if there 
was a grandfather clause that the property 
would remain in the overlay district after the 
early childhood development center is open. 

“If the early childhood center is complete 
when they apply?” Voigt asked. 

Kobylarz said if itis an actual school and not 
a daycare center it would make a difference. 
Daycare centers are not considered schools 
under state law, Kobylarz has advised in the 
past. 

Mayor Conley said the council will hear 
back from Kobylarz and Chapman after the 
discussion with the attorney. 

In other business at Monday’s Zoom 
meeting the council:

office one day, but that was because the 
township hall was closed for two weeks for 
the holidays. 

“We don’t have to close township hall 
down ... We can do the same rotation as we 
do now,” Clerk Wright said. 

“I can do that. That’s not a problem,” 
McNamara said. 

“We need to be leading by example,” 
Wright said of coronavirus safety, adding 
they still need screeners at the door. “The 
little old lady at the door would still be let 
in,” he said. 

Trustee Don Boynton asked if the motion 
on the floor needed to be changed for 
“exceptions.” 

“We’ll make exceptions, if needed,” said 
Clerk Wright. 

“T’m going to vote no anyway,” McNamara 
said. 

“Government has to be accessible,” said 
Trustee Sherry Frazier. “It has to be. It’s the 
people’s government. They have to have 
access to the people in power.” 

“I don’t think we’re denying access to 
government,” said Trustee Martin. “We’re 
in a pandemic. This is a short-term stop.” 

Martin said he would change the motion 
adding, “... exceptions can be made on a 
per-case basis.” 

“We have a lot of people bringing cash,” 
said Treasurer Sharry Budd. “If somebody 
comes to the door, they should be let in.” 
She said she didn’t know how her office 
was going to be able to handle making 
appointments and serving people at the 
counter, since there are only two people on 
a shift. 

“A lot carry cash,” Treasurer Budd said, 
adding that people had put cash in the drop 
box and that isn’t safe. 

Trustee Miller said Canton is open one 
day a week for cash. 

“Now the governor is opening up more,” 
Budd pointed out. “We’ve been lenient for 
a long time and now this... They will be 
angry.” 

Trustee Boynton replied: “It’s a pandemic 
... We have to work it out the best we can 
... Some people will be angry. Some will be 
happy ... We have to look over the health, 
safety, and good order of the public.” 

Trustee Martin asked if they should keep

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when taxes are due.

Tree cutting leads to 
wires falling, fires, power 
outages in area

At about 2 p.m. on Monday, Davey’s 
Tree Service was cutting tree limbs for 
DTE in an area along Martinsville Road 
between the railroad track and E. Huron 
River Drive, when a limb fell on two 
primary lines. 

Van Buren Township Fire Chief David 
MclInally said that this over energized 
the line and overheated a fuse in a house, 
causing a fire. 

And this over-energized downed line 
went down the road to the Savage and 
Martinsville corner where it fell on some 
brush, parked cars, and debris and set a 
house on fire. 

Chief MclInally said it was 20 to 25 
minutes before DTE could turn off the 
electricity so they couldn’t use water on the 
fire. He said the two men cutting trees were 
in the tree when the primary lines fell and 
couldn’t come down until the power was 
off so they waited in the tree. 

No one was injured in the incident, he 
said. The VBT Fire Department also was 
able to handle a medical run during this 
time. 

Chief McInally said DTE was checking 
houses along Martinsville to see if there 
was other damage. 

Electrical service was interrupted to parts 
of the city of Belleville, said Belleville 
Police Chief David Robinson and a Nixle 
alert was sent out.
